Philippines 
U.S. Foil for 
Rubber Gouge 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING.

Harvey Firestone Jr. outlined these 
plans today in a conference with Presi- 
dent Coolidge, from which far reach- 
ing consequences, not only eccnomic 
but political, may flow. 

The President is known to be matur- 
ing a new policy in regard to the Phil- 
ippines which he contemplates submit- 
ting to congress next winter. If the 
President's plans work out successfully 
and the tire manufacturers and other 
interests establish large holdings in the 
islands the Filipinos may change their 
minds and prefer to remain under the 
American flag. 

Win Them with Prosperity. 

Mr. Coolidge wants to facilitate de- 
velopment of the resources of the Phil- 
ippines, believing that material pros- 
perity would give the greatest impetus 
to the advancement of the Filipino peo 
ple and make them contented. 

With those aims in mind he sent 
Carmi Thompson to the Philippines to 
report on conditions, and it was to ob 
tain information on rubber production 
possibilities that he invited young Mr. 
Firestone to come here and submit the 
results of his survey of the problem. |

Get Rubber in 15 Years. 

In fifteen years the United States 
could become independent of the Brit- 
ish rubber monopoly, Mr. Firestone 
said, provided the land laws of the 
Philippine islands are revised to en- 
courage American investments in an 
extensive way. At the present time 
Great Britain. controls 77 per cent of 
the world’s rubber production while 
the United States produces about 2 
per cent. 

“Is this British control working 
against the interest of the American 
rubber consumer?” he was asked. 

“It is, in my opinion,” replied Mr. 
Firestone. “On April 26, this year 
the British government decided to re- 
strict exports to 20 per cent of the pro- 
duction if between May 1 and Aug. 1 
the price of rubber fell below 42 cents 
a pound. 

“In March, 1922, they were satisfied 
with from 25 to 30 cents and that was 
the price fixed in their restrictive 
order. There is no trade or labor con- 
dition which justified increasing the 
price to 42 cents a pound. 

“On the basis of 42 cents a pound, 

ting an average increase of 
17 cents the pound, the American 
public is forced to pay $136,000,000 
more a year as the result of the 
changed restrictive order.

MEXICO DENIED 
BISHOP 


Priests to Blame and Not 


Calles, Miller Says. 


George A. Miller, Methodist Episco- 
pal bishop-of the Mexico City area, 
sent out a stafement yesterday through 
the world service commission of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, 740 Rush 
street, explaining his views of the pres- 
ent Mexican situation. He denied there 
is any religious persecution or any 
discrimination against Boman Catho- 
lics as compared with testants in 
Mexico. 

“The organization among Roman 
Catholics of a league for the protec- 
tion of religious liberty is comical,” 
he said. ‘‘In 1916 there was an effort 
to hold an inter-denominational Prot- 
estant congress for all Latin-America 
in Panama. The Roman Catholic 
bishop organized a protest and made 
ii impossible for us to hold a single 
session of the congress in Panama. 
We were compelled to meet in cramped 
quarters in a hotel in the Canal Zone. 
Contrast this with the reception given 
to the Eucharistic congress in Prot- 
estant United States. 


Says Others Are Persecuted. 


“In all Latin Amercian countries, 
where the Roman Catholic church is 
in control of the religious and po’'it- 
ical situation, every kind of opposi- 
tion, intolerance and persecution are 
visited on followers of other fa’ths 
who in nearly every case proceed qniet- 
ly with their meetings with such pa- 
tience as they can exercise. 

“The Roman priesthood constantly 
has opposed the development of de- 
mocracy and the progress of popular 
education. Yet these are the persons 
who are crying aloud for religious lib- 
erty in Mexico. 

“There is no just reason for the 
economic boycott, the closing of the 
Catholic churches on Aug. 1 and the 
suspension of ecclesiastical ceremonies 
and rites when conducted by Mexican 
priests. 

“There is absolutely no excuse for 
withdrawal of the United States em- 
bargo on the exportation of firearms 
to Mexico. This propaganda in the 
United States comes from sources hos- 
tile to the government of Mexico and 
should be vigorously repudiated by 
the American people.

NOT NOW. 
The depravity of political conditions in Ilinois 
at this time must check any enthusiasm a citizen 


‘may have had for giving the legislature authority 


to revise our revenue laws. Tae TRIBUNE has 
repeatedly urged the amendment of the constitu- 
tion to make possible a modernization of our tax- 
ation to conform to conditions and to meet needs 
of the present. The existing situation we have 
said is intolerable. But it is more tolerable than 
that which in the present state of our politics 
would probably if not certainly result from de- 
livering to the tender mercies of that politics the 
wealth and enterprise of the state. 

We cannot imagine a richer field for extortion 
and political blackmail than the revision of our 
revenue iaws would open to the unscrupulous influ- 
ences which have been operating in the affairs of 
our state in recent years. It is not that revolu-/ 


‘tionary or destructive measures would be passed, 


but they would be used as reapers, and the harvest 
would not be profitable to the commbdnweal. 


‘There is no doubt that our actual tax system is 
inefficient, out of date, and, worse than that, de- 
moralizing. It is a crude compromise with injus 
tice and impossibility. But it works better, prob- 
ably, than a theoretic critic would think, and the 
need for setting it aside for a logical modern legal 
system, while clear, is not urgent enough to justify 
submitting the business enterprise and property 
ownership of the state te the ordeal of corrupt

A NEW TREATY WITH 
PANAMA. 


The governments of the United States oak Pan- 
ama have just signed a treaty of exceptional 
importance. It should do much to insure good re- 
lations between the two republics and is founded 
on a just recognition by both governments of 
respective rights and common interests. 


There has been not a little friction of recent 
years between the two governments and much of 
it has been the inevitable result of inadequate and 
indefinite definition of rights and lack of a clear 
recognition of our respective needs. The new 
j treaty, we think, will make for that friendly co- 
operation and mutual support which is desirable 
from the viewpoint of both peoples. 


The most important aspect of the new under- 
standing is that which deals with our means of 
defense for the canal. This, we are confident, is 
of as much value from the viewpoint of the peace 
and autonomy of Panama as from that of the 
defense of the United States. There is no un- 
friendly implication in the assertion that we must 
be free to make our uninterrupted control of the 
canal as secure as preparation can make it. It 
is a paramount consideration for us, founded on 
the right of self-preservation, and it is only com- 
mon sense for the policy of Panama to recognize 
this. Therefore the treaty terms providing for 
military codperation for the defense of the canal 
and to that end for the development of a more 
extensive system of roads, for radio control and 
for the acquisition of additional territory with 
adequate compensation are not to be viewed as 
impositions upon Panamanian national integrity 
but are a practical recognition of conditions im- 
posed by*the realities of our situation. 

The treaty means better security for Panama 
and the removal of vexatious misunderstandings 
between two nations wHose fundamental interest 
is friendship and mutual support. The provisions 
for more efficient sanitary measures in case of epi- 
demic and for monetary codperation are also use- 
ful. We congratulate our government and that of 
Panama upon their achievement. . 


RAVINIA AND ITS FUTURE. 

As noted by Mr. Moore in the music department 
of last Sunday’s TRIBUNE, the Ravinia season is 
mid-channel.

Mr. Pyle, an unsuspected Bar- 
num down in the university town (not thereby 
excluding Champaign), got his stride when he 
pulled Red Grunge directly’ from the last play of 
his last college game of football into a professional 
contract. 

In various parts of the’ country the customers 
paid considerable money to,.see Grange on the 
professional field. Mr. Pyle believes that if you 
give the public Jenny Lind, Jumbo, or Tom Thumb 
it will click in at your turnstiles, but Mr. Pyle is 
even better than Barnum at getting his novelties 
after they have made their own reputations. They 
are already smoked up when he takes them. He 
thinks he can pay Suzanne $100,000 and make 
money with an American tour, and he probably

cases of diphtheria have been called be- 
ginning Vincent’s angina and Vincent's 
angina in the earlier stages has been 
called diphtheria.

ing for water. During the sprinkling time 
of the warm days pumpagce is at a rate of 
about 360 gallons per individual per Way. 

A universal meter ordinance has now been 
paseed by the city council and with the gradu- 
al installation of meters and the placing in 
operaton of the new Western avenue pumping 
station next spring we hope that these -sea- 
sonal water shortages will be at an end. 

As far as the complaints from large apart- 


ment houses are concerned, the comparatively 
small expense of installing a pump with stor- 
age tank would remedy the situation. :

trouble lies, of course, in the fact that the genius 
of These inestimable States finds its outlet in 
finance and invention and not in the arts; and 
American books are inevitably better “ best gell- 
ers’ they are literature. 

Of course, if we enjoy thinking that Mr. Cabell’ s 
sentimental figures of earth or Mr. Lewis’ one-di- 
mension realism is great literature, it is a harmless 
amusement; but it does not make them so. And 
if it annoys us for Mr. Mencken’s young men to 
discover what has been perfectly apparent to the 
world all along, the only thing for a proper self- 
satisfied American to do is to ignore it. An im- 
mortal Spaniard proved long ago that fighting 
windmills is a foolish pastime.

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HISTORY DATA 
ON SOCIALISM 


Wisconsin University Will 
Help Soviet Out. 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 3.—(4)—Soviet 
Russia has reached across the sea to 
the archives of the Wisconsin State 
Historical society for aid in compiling 
what will probably be the most exten- 
sive history of socialism in the worid. 


Two hundred photostatic copies of 
letters and manuscripts of the First 
Internationale in the state historical 
museum have been sent to the Marx- 
Engels institute at Moscow, Russia, 
which is one of the educational insti- 
tutions sponsored by the soviet gov- 
ernment. The collection is said to be 
the only records extant of the work 
of the Internationale while it had its 
headquarters in the United States. 


Appeal to University. 
Officers of the institute appealed to 


_ Prof. Selig Perlman, associate profes- 


sor of economics at the University of 
Wisconsin, to secure for them the or- 


- iginal documents or copies. Prof. Perl- 


man, who is specializing in the history 
of labor, informed them that photo- 
Static copies would be available, but 
that the valte of the documents pre- 
vented them from being sent any- 
where. 

The letters are in the form of an 
old letter book and are written in 
English, French, and German. Th> 
book represents most of the business 
done by the .Internationale when it 
The 


world are scarcely legible. 


Written in Three Languages. 

Several hundred manuscripts writ- 
ten in three languages form part of 
the collection. They deal with the: 
ories of socialism, labor questions, and 
researches of members of the Interna- 
tionale. 

They were first owned by Herman 
Schlueter, editor of a New York Ger- 
man language newspaper. William 
Efiglish Walling, a collector, bought 
the papers and presented them,to the 
Wisconsin state historical library 
about fifteen years ago, where they 
have remained. 

“The effort of the institute,”’ Prof. 


Perlman said, “to obtain copies of 
the papers was motivated by purely 
scientific and educational reasons. 


They have entered upon the task of 
compiling a detailed history and col- 
lection of material on socialism—par- 
ticularly the Marxian doctrines. 
“They came to me because I am 
working on a history of labor.”

Under the previ- 
ous policies, the peasants grew poorer 
and Russia's agricultural exports de- 
creased. Recently they adopted a pol- 
icy which attempts to give the peas- | 
ants a fair price for their products, | 
enabling them to buy the high priced 
soviet manufactured goods. 

This policy, according to Commissar 
Bukharin, was aimed to increase ex-' 
ports and to strengthen the collapsing 
soviet industries, M. Zinoviev, accord- 
ing to the commissar, claimed that in 
modifying itself to meet the needs of 
the bourgeoisie and peasantry, the 
Communist party also became bour- 
geoisie, and if the plot had succeeded 
the party would have been split by 
werring groups and a new pseudo- 
communist revolution would have en- 
gulfed Russia.

PENNANT RACES. 
ARTISAN baseball fans often see 
their favorite team go out in the 
pennant race lead or attain a 
position better than expected, 
only to fold up and drop back later 
in the season. These fans, at first 


pennant on its way, frequently turn 
when reverses come, and the one time 
heroes are rated as dubs. 

Baseball is an uncertain sport, and 
logical reasons cannot be advanced for 
all its vagaries, but there are certain 
well defined causes why some teams 
do better later in the season as others 
find the pace too hot. Of these causes, 
staying power and reserve strength 
are the more important. It is what on 
the turf we call endurance, or ability 
to a route.” 

When the season opens some teams 
are in better condition than others, 
either because of more favorable 
weather or their system of work. 
“Young” teams are full of pep, if 
rightfully piloted. Their younger arms 
and legs need not wait for the warmer 
weather necessary to unkink the vet- 
erans. 

Thus a team may “play over its 
head’ for a time. But about August 
the well balanced aggregations are 
hitting their stride and class begins to 
tell. Youngsters formerly knocking 
‘the ball to all corners of the lot have 
been sized up by veteran flingers and 
their weaknesses discovered. The old 
timers, to the extent of their ability, 
are at their prime. 

Then injuries may stop an 
tion without reserve strength. All the 
complexities, strength or weakness 
at some particular spot, which decide 
flag races come into play. There are, 
of course, lucky champions in a game 
in which luck or “breaks” count nny 
much, but no team becomes champion | 
on luck or “ breaks ”’ alone.

Girl Who Failed 
Channel Swim to Try Again 


BY JOHN 
[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
LONDON, Aug. 3.—A white blanket 
fog defeated Miss Clarabelle Barrett's 
attempts to swim the English channel 
two miles off the French coast early 
today, but did not prevent the 210 
pound swimming instructress of the 
James Munroe High school of Pelham, 
N. Y., from establishing an endurance 
record 


Miss Barrett remained in the water 
twenty-one hours and forty-five min- 
utes, a feat never equaled by a woman 
in European waters and perhaps in 
the world. 

At 5:35 this morning she climbed 
aboard the small Dover motor boat 
and as she saw the rocky coast of 
France loom out of the mist as she 
brushed the brine from her eyes she 
exclaimed: ‘Gosh! I could have 
done it.” 

All through yesterday the giantess 
fought the meanest stretch of water 
known to swimmers. Hour after hour 
she raced across the calm waters, 
urged on by her friends, Grace Leister 
of Baltimore, a nurse, and Percy At- 
kins, a photographer of the Pacific 
and Atlantic photo service. 

She entered the English side of the 
channel at 7:50 Monday morning.

Work will commence immediately on 
the world’s largest zodlogical gardens, 
near Riverside, Anton J. Cermak, 
president of the cpunty board, assured 
the Chicago Zo#logical society yester- 
day after the finance committee had 
approved expenditures totaling more 
than $550,000 during the first year of 
construction. 

The committee, at the suggestion of 
President Cermak, ordered that ar- 
rangements bo made for the issuance 
of tax anticipation warrants so that 
funds may be available for immediate 
building operations. The nucleus of 
the great barless zoo, which will give 
Chicago first rank among cities hav- 
ing zodlogigal parks, will be ready for 
visitors next summer. The zoo will 
be complete in five years. 

The society, through John T. Mec- 
Cutcheon, its president, submitted 
a budget for the first year of con- 
struction which called far an expendi- 
ture of $601,500. This figure must be 
cut by $50,000, committee tnembers 
ruled, but they approved the spending 
of $551,500.
